FOREST FIRE FORESIGHT 
Use of weather forecasts in the prevention of forest fires is a plan 
now followed in some places with considerable success. 
In Rhode Is­ 
land, for example, wind velocity and the amount of dampness In the 
forests are carefully checked and reported daily to the weather bureau at 
Boston. 
The weather bureau then sends out warnings if it is a day of gTeat 
fire hazard. Instead of waiting for a blazing fire to be discovered and 
then sending crews to stop it,'th e CCC groups engaged in forestry get 
busy at once. 
All leaves are canceled. 
Two fire crews are stationed 
a t each camp and other crews are held, fully equipped, within ten min­ 
utes’ distance of their base. 
Patrols keep watch and any little fire 
th at Is started anywhere is usually found and put out before it makes 
headway. 
The weather bureau has a number of classifications for days with 
varying degrees of fire hazard, and measures adapted to the need are 
followed in each case.

THE GREATER COST 
Discussing the cost of war. The Magazine of Wall Street reminds 
itz readers that there is a more lasting and more serious cost than that 
repreeented by the physical destruction itself. Pointing out that the ef­ 
fects of war upon a nation as an entity, and upon the individuals who 
make up the nation are quite different, it says: 
Especially within a democracy war threatens to leave some 
permanent residue of increased power in the hands of government 
and in that respect involves some loss of freedom for the com­ 
munity of individuals. 
Moreover, war taxes never return to the 
level of pre-war taxes. To the extent that enlarged governmental 
demands are financed either by higher taxes or inflation or some 
of both, the tendency is toward a “proletarianization” of the up­ 
per and middle economic classes—a leveling down. 
We have in this country both a higher living standard and 
more personal freedom than exist anywhere else on this troubled 
earth. 
Unless and until we are faced with an actual threat to 
the very existence of the United States, we should cling stub­ 
bornly to these blessings and not gamble them in a war which, 
whatever our valid sympathies, is not our primary responsibility 
—at least not yet. 
As The Wheeling Intelligencer aptly observes: 
“T hat is a thought to keep well in mind in these troublous times, 
when our natural sympathies are apt to strain the ties that hold us to 
a strict neutrality, and when intemperate leaders may be moved to rash 
actions or statem ents.”

NEW YORK, May 17.—Endorsing 
President Roosevelt’s appeal for na­ 
tional re-armament — but warning 
against “undue haste ”—former Pres­ 
ident Herbert Hoover today urged 
establishment of a national direct­ 
ing staff of industrial production 
leaders to throw the program into 
high gear. 
In a public statement Issued to 
the press, Mr. Jioover said “the en­ 
tire expenditure of these vast sums 
of money.” which the President has 
asked 
Congress 
to 
appropriate, 
should be entrusted to the proposed 
industrial directing staff. 
Mr. Hoover said in part: 
“The President is right that our 
defense armament should be revised 
in the light of experience from this 
war. There can be no partisanship 
upon the principle of national de­ 
fense, 
“There are some further things 
tnat should be considered. The bur­ 
den upon our people will be fearful 
and no doubt congress will exam­ 
ine every avenue of economy that 
does not destroy our ability to de­ 
fend the western hemisphere from 
attack. 
“It is not yet clear what the ex­ 
perience of this war is in many di­ 
lections. such as the relation of 
ship and plane, deck armor, etc. It 
needs to be further observed. 
We 
must be thoughfully and scientific­ 
ally armed. Undue haste would de­ 
feat its own purpose. That does no» 
apply to the creation of facilities 
for production, which must be first 
in any event.’’

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Report Truce Is Reached 
Between Jews And A rabs 


(International News Service) 
LONDON—For the first time foi 
several years, the Jews and Arabs 
in Palestine have ceased the guerilla 
warfare which they have constantly 
waged against each other, according 
to reports today reaching London 
from Palestine. 
Towns 
and 
villages, 
formerly 
wracked by the two factions, inces 
«ant warfare, have become peace­ 
ful and resumed their normal trade, 
following a 
British appeal for a 
truce on the outbreak of war against 
Germany. 


According to authoritative quar­ 
ters in London, the situation has 
continued to improve. Relations be­ 
tween the people of Palestine ana 
the British government are now 
described as “cordial.” 
Arabs and Jews are cooperating 
in Haifa in the Air Raid Precan- 
t.ions organization set up to de­ 
fend the strategic town. Recruiting 
centers have been set up for Jews 
and Arabs throughout Palestine. 
Normal Traffic Resumes 
Considerable traffic, scared awa> 
by repeated ambushes, is on the 


high roads again while government 
officials can walk around freely 
again without armed escort. 
Small armed bands of bandits 
unable to obtain employment 
art 
still ranging the hills, mainly around 
Hebron, descending occasionally on 
the plains in search of supplies, ac 
cording to British Press reports 
The military are slowly mopping 
up these remnants and the mili­ 
tary courts are being maintained 
G e r m a n y propaganda stations 
nightly bombard the Arab popula­ 
tion with highly colored broadcasts, 
but the British Press claims there 
is little enemy influence left any­ 
where in Palestine.

All Administration Measures 
Are Passed During Brief 
Assembly 


MANY PROBLEMS

The Republican-controlled legisla- 
iure gave the governor everything 
he asked before adjourning, but Leg­ 
islators left for home

Among them are the re-payment 
of $61,000.000 transferred from spe­ 
cial funds for relief, another relief 
appropriation of approximately $45,-

a new biennial relief appropriation 
of approximately $240,000,000. and 
$200,000.000 
for 
ordinary 
govern­ 
mental expenses. How all this mone> 
will be raised will provide the nex* 
Legislature with a truly monumental 
problem. 
Measure« Passed 
Chief among the legislation passed 
by the special session, which 
ad­ 
journed last night at 10:36 o 'cIo c k 
are the following measures: 
1. The $71,850,000 relief appropri­ 
ation. 
bringing 
to 
approximately 
$194.000.000 the amount 
appropri­ 
ated for the unemployed this bi­ 
ennium. The $121,000.000 relief bud­ 
get for this biennium is now prac­ 
tically depleted. 
The new appro­ 
priation 
is 
expected to last until 
Jan. l. 
2. The 
Pennsylvania 
Turnpike 
Commission was authorized to con­ 
struct with federal funds a $75,000,- 
000 extension to Philadelphia of the 


Pittsburgh to Harrisburg superhigh­ 
way. As the bill finally passed, the 
governor was given a veto powei 
over the commission and the high­ 
way department in determining the 
exact route of the new 100-mile link, 
3. Pennsylvania employers were 
exempted, retroactive to January 1. 
1940, from paying a 2.7 per cent un 
employment compensation tax on 
that part of their employes’ salar­ 
ies above $3,000 a year. 
The esti­ 
mated saving Is $3.000.000 a year. In 
addition, employers 
with 
pension 
systems of their own were exempt­ 
ed from paying additional taxes.

MULTIPLE BABIES 
Twias and other multiples always 
seem a popular subject and this 
isn’t hard to understand, for nat­ 
urally there isn’t a parent expecting 
a baby who doesn’t consider the 
possibility that the Big Event will 
bring twins or more. 
I referred here recently to “frat­ 
ernal” twins, which occur when 
more than one ovum is fertilized at 
the same time. There is another 
way, too, in which twins can be 
created. In this the ovum imitates 
the method of reproduction practic­ 
ed by certain microscopic organisms 
that live in the water. They repro­ 
duce in the simplest possible way 
They just grow larger and larger, 


then divide into two parts to take 
individual identities. 
This is what happeas in the cre­ 
ation of “identical” twins. After 
the one ovum has been fertilized 
by the one sperm, the fertilized 
ovum grows larger, splits into two 
identical parts and the two devel­ 
op separately into two babies oi 
more. The Dionne quintuplets are 
“identical.”

twins. Fraternal twins are caused 
by a hereditary tendency in some 
women to produce more than one 
ovum. Identical twins are just an 
accident of nature, so far as we 
know today.

Buddy 
Poppies, the 19th in the history o* 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars, which 
originated tiie idea is drawing near 
er. and representatives of the Harry 
L. McBride Post. V. P. W. will be 
on the .streets of the city on Sat 
urday, May 25. to dispease these em 
blems .symbolic of the World W ar, 
to rai*e funds to aid those who wert 
m ade helpless by the World W ar 
The blood red poppy was intro­ 
duced to the American 
public 
ii 
1920 as a symbol of the sacrifice* 
made by America's 
dead 
in 
the 
World War. Its origin is traced to 
the famous poppies 
of 
F landers 
Fields, which survived all else when 
the devastation created by opposing 
guns, withered and destroyed all o th ­ 
er vegetation. 
It was first sold by 
the Service S tar Legion of M ilwau­ 
kee. Wis., in 1919. to raise funds for 
a celebration to homecoming veter­ 
ans. 
In 1922, M adame Guerin, who was 
known as the "Poppy 
Lady 
from 
France, ’ cooperated with the Vet­ 
erans of Foreign W ars of the U. S. 
in sponsoring the first nation-wide 
poppy sale by a veterans organiza­ 
tion. 
These popies were m ade in 
FTance. 
In 1923 the V. F. W. Buddy poppies 
made by disabled veterans in Amer­ 
ican hospitals were offered for sale, 
and the idea has ben continued each 
year. The m akers are able to earn 
a small subsistence in this way, ana 
in addition, funds are raised by the 
V. F. W. to help m aintain their 
home for widows and orphans 
of 
World W ar veterans at Eaton R ap­ 
ids, Mich., besides raising money for 
local relief. 
It is significant, at this particular 
. eason, when another World W ar k. 
in progress, th at the annual sale of 
’he Buddy Poppies 
will

again by the McBride Poet. General 
Chairm an Joe McCall is making a r­ 
rangem ents for the event.

Jeremiah Denounces Fake Prophets 


Highlights On The Sunday School Leuon 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The International Uniform Les­ 
ion on the above topic for May 19 
is Jeremfah 23, the Golden Text be­ 
ing I Thessalonians 5:21, “Prove all 
things: 
hold fast that which is 
good." 


It is bad enough when men and 
women in ordinary walks of life live 
evil lives, corrupting others and set­ 
ting bad examples for their chil­ 
dren and other young folk. 
But 
when a man who seta himself up as 
a prophet or preacher, a spokesman 
fo: God is thoroughly dissolute, it 
is far worse. 
Such a man is one 
to whom we feel we should be a We 
to look for spiritual help and guid­ 
ance. He seems on a higher plane 
than common people and should be 
one whose example we can follow 
end whose wisdom helps us to do 
better. 
In the times in which the pro­ 
phet Jeremiah lived many if not 
most of the prophets were thor­ 
oughly evil men. 
They pretended 
to have visions from the Most High 
and to interpret them to the peo­ 
ple. but in reality they were not in 
touch with God at all and lived 
most corrupt lives. 
This grieved 
and angered Jeremiah and he spent 
his whole life denouncing them and 
their 
wickedness — and 
naturally 
they didn’t like him very well. 
In 
face at one time they put him 
In the slocks for it. 
After being 
released from the stocks, however. 
Jeremiah roundly berated the man 
who put him in and later released 
him. 
Jeremiah was born at Anathoth. 
a village northeast of Jerusalem, 
but prophesied mostly in Jerusa­ 
lem, He came of a line of prophets, 
and in the first of the Book of 
Jeremiah he tells that Ood came 
to him when he was but a child and 
told him he was to prophesy. 
Plead« His Youth 
“Then said I, Ah. Lord God! be­ 
hold. I cannot speak, for I am a 
child * 
“But the Lord said 
unto me, 
‘Say not I am a child for thou shait 
go to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command the thou 
shalt speak. 
Be not afraid of their 
faces for I am with thee to deliver 
thee, saith the Lord.” 
Jeremiah certainly was not afraid 
to speak right to the faces of ’hose 
whom he considered in the wrong, 
and although it got him into trou­ 
ble. even into prison, he did not 
falter, and as he lived to be a very 
old man. in spite of many suffer­ 
ings. the Lord surely must have been 
with mim to deliver him. 
In the chapter which constitutes 
cur lesson today, the 23rd of Jere- 
n iah, he belabors the false prophets 
who were thoroughly bad men in 
their private lives and who lied to 
the people, saying they had dreams 
and these were the word of God. 
“The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream and he that 
hath My word let him speak My 
word faithfully. What is the straw 
to the wheat? saith Jehovah 
"Is not My word like fire? saith 
Jehovah, and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces? 
“Therefore behold I am against 
the prophets 
saith Jehovah, that 
rteal My words every one from his 
neighbor 
“Behold I am against the prophets 
saith Jehovah that use their tongues 
and say He saith. 
"Behold I am against them that 
prophesy lying dreams, saith J#*- 
hcvah. and do tell them, and cause 
My people to err by their lies and 
by their vain boasting, vet I sent 
them not nor commanded them, 
neither do they profit this people 
at all. saith Jehovah ” 
At the time of Jeremiah. 598 B, C , 
in the reign of the weak ruler J*>- 
hoiachin, 
the 
Babylonians 
mere 
threatening Jerusalem 
and 
Jere­ 
miah prophesied that thev would 
destroy the city, and carry the Jews 
away into captivity, which they did 
These propecies angered the Jews, 
mho accused him of being a traitor 
and favoring the Chaldeans who 
were attacking them 
This Jere­ 
miah denied but he was thrown in­ 
to prison nevertheless. 
In fact, his 
death was demanded, but the king 
refused to kill him, but allowed him 
to be lowered into an awful dun­ 
geon where there mas no food nor 
water, Ju.n mire. 
An Ethiopian in­ 
terceded for Jeremiah with the king 
so he was drawn up out of the dun­ 
geon and kept for a time in the 
court of the prison.

Cooperation Is Gaining 
Headway In America 
Says Roger Babson 


By ROGER W. BABSON

WORCESTER, Mass., May 1 7 - 
More and more people are coming 
to the belief that the solution of 
world economic troubles does not 
lie in Communism, Fascism or State 
Capitalism.

For cooperative groups to succeed, 
however, their leaders must be in­ 
spired by a religious fervor—not 
merely by a desire to save a little 
money. 
Consumer cooperatives have not 
made as much headway in the Unit­ 
ed States as in Great Britain, al­ 
though they have grown steadily. 
The chain stores have done for us 
M ich what the consumer coopera­ 
tives have done for G reat Britain. 
As handicaps in the paths of chain 
rtores are built up, however, there 
may be a greater need for consumer 
t ooperatives. 
Low farm prices will 
fertilize the ground for more m ar­ 
keting cooperatives in rural areas. 
Recently the cooperative spirit has 
been given a tremendous boost by 
the Blue Cross hospital plan and 
may be due for another big victory 
In the White Cross Doctor program. 
Forty Plus Clubs 
But the real triumph of the co­ 
operative movement in the last year 
is in the employment field. 
The 
Forty Plus club of Boston has been 
the pioneer in this cause. 
Many 
leaders have already heard of this 
movement which has fanned out 
across the United States and into 
Canada. 
As the name implies, all 
members of the club are over 40 
years of age and have earned over 
$4 000 per year. 
Tired of the con­ 
stant objection, “Forty is the age 
deadline for new employees here” a 
group of these men formed the 
Forty Plus club two years ago. 
The members go out to seek jobs, 
not for themselves but for the others 
in the club. A meeting is held once 
a week to discuss each job that has 
been uncovered. If someone in the 
chib has the qualifications for the 
job, he is endorsed by the place­ 
ment committee and an interview is 
arranged with the prospective em­ 
ployer « whose name is not revealed 
until then». 
If no one in the or­ 
ganization is capable of filling the 
job, a notice is sent to all other 
Forty Plus clubs. 
No member of 
the club can accept a position that 
Is offered directly to him! The idea 
is that each member of the club is 
selling jobs for each other member. 
This is the Golden Rule working in 
business! 
Unselfish Employment Agency 
Results obtained by the Forty 
Plus clubs have been amazing. Fig­ 
ures show that 270 members of the 
Boston club alone have been return­ 
ed to industry in the past two years. 
This cooperative job-seeking move­ 
ment is performing a wonderful 
service not only for the unemployed 
executive but for the prospective 
employer. The Forty Puls club acts 
as a high-grade, unselfish, coopera­ 
tive employment agency whose only 
reward is the satisfaction of seeing 
Ha membership decrease! 
No com­ 


missions are involved, either from 
the employer or from the club. Ex­ 
penses are taken care of by volun­ 
tary contributions of the members. 
The same idea is being worked 
out by the Quota club of the Profes­ 
sional Women's groups. 
Moreover, 
lor the past seven years a very ef­ 
fective plan has been operated at 
Babson Park and is known as the 
School for Positions*’. Each group 
oi students goes, through an inten­ 
sive course of self-analysis, voca­ 
tional guidance, job salesmanship, 
morale building. 
Each member of 
the class carries with him when 
job-seeking a catalogue of the quali­ 
fications and experience of all other 


members of the class. 
When a 
member finds an opening that he 
cannot fill himself, he checks his 
catalogue with the employer and 
suggests an interview with another 
member of the class who is quali- 
fied. 
Business Needs Such Spirit 
Readers 
can 
undoubtedly 
cite 
many other plans to show that co­ 
operative job-seeking is becoming a 
great success. 
Many observers be­ 
lieve that the spirit of these move­ 
ments must be introduced into other 
branches of business. 
The success 
of the Forty Plus clubs and similar 
experiments in cooperative job-seek­ 
ing clearly indicates that the desire 
of one man to help another is not 
dead. 
If the latent power of this 
Golden Rule could be reawakened 
and harnessed through some prac­ 
tical church leadership (in the way 
i he rural problem is being tackled 
n certain parts of the United States 
and Canada) we would go a long 
way toward solving unemployment— 
still the biggest and mast pressing 
problem facing the United Stages!
